in  1896,  his  home  town.  An  ac- 
credited high  school,  five  churches,  band,  orchestras, 
beauty  parlor,  two  national  banks,  motion  picture 
theatres,  curio  shops,  and  general  outfitting  post  for 
"dudes,"  guides  and  trappers. 
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Our  colorful  cover  page  is  inspired  by  two  load- 
stones, the  westing  sun  and  Yellowstone,  where  "the 
prevailing  tint  is  yellow,  and  every  gradation,  from 
the  brilliant  plumage  of  the  yellow  bird  to  the  rich 
saffron  of  the  orange,  greets  the  eye  in  bewildering 
profusion.  There  is  other  color,  unparalleled  in  variety 
and  abundance,  but  the  ever-present  background  of  it 
all  is  the  beautiful  fifth  color  of  the  spectrum." 

The  monument  to  Colonel  Wm.  F.  Cody,  silhouetted 
against  a  twin  mountain  background,  across  the  nadir 
of  Shoshone  Canyon,  is  a  lasting  epic  in  bronze,  silently 
reciting  a  loving  tribute  to  Wyoming,  and  its  beloved 
scout,  universally  known  as  "Buffalo  Bill."  The  coral 
granite  plinth,  situated  on  a  sagebrush-cactus  mesa 
west  from  Cody,  is  a  replica  of  the  Colonel's  best  loved 
Cedar  Mountain.  The  statue,  dedicated  July  4,  1924,  is 
the  work  of  Gertrude  Vanderbilt  Whitney.

SHOSHONE  NATIONAL  FOREST 

Oldest  in  United  States  and  Largest  in  Rocky  Mountain 
District — Known  as  "Dude"  Forest 

In  the  wealth  of  the  wood  since  the  world  began 
The  trees  have  offered  their  gifts  to  man. 

— Henry  Van  Dyke. 

These  over  a  million  and  a  half  forest  acres  are  dedi- 
cated to  the  growing  of  a  continuous  crop  of  timber, 
and  to  the  protection  of  watersheds.  While  there  are 
grazed  90,000  sheep  and  11,500  cattle  and  horses,  the 
"dude  crop"  rivals  in  need  and  number,  and  has  come 
as  a  universal  demand  to  be  met  by  the  Nation. 

Neither  Spoliation  nor  Exploitation 
Wild  forest  officers  fight  for  the  wild  life,  not  for 
x  -r  the  physical  worth  alone,  but  because  the  pur- 
^lie  suit  and  study  of  fin,  fur  and  feather  enables 
men  and  women  to  lead  more  normal  and  spiritually 
profitable  lives.  Besides  keeping  the  streams  stocked 
with  trout,  the  forest  affords  sanctuary  for  the  noble 
moose,  largest  antelope  herd  in  America,  and  is  the 
natural  habitat  for  bear  and  mountain  sheep,  and  large 
herds  of  elk  and  deer,  which  are  increasing  rapidly. 
Lions,  wolves,  coyotes,  foxes,  bobcats,  lynx,  marten, 
beaver  and  other  fur-bearing  animals  are  common. 
Game  protection  is  a  paramount  issue  in  Yellowstone 
Park  and  in  the  Game  Preserves  of  the  Shoshone 
Forest.  Many  consider  taking  an  animal's  picture  a 
greater  feat  of  woodcraft  than  knocking  it  over  with  a 
bullet.  Always  open  season  on  predatory  animals.

A 
bobcat  led  an  old-timer  to  its  discovery  and  because  it 
is  one  of  nature's  peculiar  formations,  the  Government 
has  claimed  and  named  it  "The  Shoshone  Cavern 
National  Monument." 

Shoshone  S,uh\me  and  picturesque  in  height  and 
p  depth,  a  six-mue  canyon,  walled  by  the 

danyon  almost  perpendicular  sides  of  Rattle- 
snake and  Cedar  Mountains,  where  roads  have  been 
blasted  and  chiseled  through  solid  rock.  Winter  after 
winter  Uncle  Sam  has  crews  widening  this  famous  road 
and  eliminating  sharp  turns,  until  it  has  become  a 
veritable  boulevard.  The  yellow  busses  pause  at  the 
dam  to  contemplate  the  works  of  God  and  man.

engineering  skill,  constructed  by  the  U.  S.  Reclamation 
Service  at  a  cost  of  over  a  million  dollars. 

Then  Shoshone  Lake,  a  Government  reservoir,  42 
miles  in  circumference,  which  impounds  water  to  irri- 
gate the  Big  Horn  Basin  of  Wyoming;  and  at  the  foot 
of  the  dam  the  Government  has  constructed  a  hydro- 
electric plant  which  distributes  light  and  power  to  the 
surrounding  country.
